Soviet Press Bares ‘Unparalleled’ Nazi Atrocities 


(Wireless to Intercontinent News) 

MOSCOW, July 15.—The Soviet 
press publishes humerous facts of 
atrocities, unparalleled in the 
history of mankind, which have 
been perpetrated by the fascists 
on the Soviet territory invaded by 
them. 

On June 22, at dawn, German 
guns opened a direct fire on the 
peaceful Soviet frontier city of 
Breve. Some days later the Ger- 
man Fascists broke into a sanita- 
rium in Ausgustovy. This was a 
sanitarium opened by the Soviet 
Government for workers, collec- 
tive farmers and Soviet intelli- 
gentsia of Byelo-Russia. The 
German Fascists raped all the 
women in the Sanitarium and 
afterwards the mutilated and 
crippled victims were shot. 

Women, children and old peo- 
ple were moving from the city

Raids, searches are 
made in the city daily, hundreds 
of people are thrown into prison, 
shot and hung at the crossroads. 

A considerable section of the 
population has been driven by the 
Fascists into the hinterland into 
concentration camps, forced to 
build fortifications.

RESISTANCE BY GUERRILLAS

employed artists. 

The cultural projects of the WPA 
have enriched the lives of millions 
of American people who had only 
the remotest previous contact with 
culture and considered it some- 
thing apart from them which they 
could neither appreciate nor pos- 
sess. The Federal Theatre brought | 
its living newspaper plays and the 
productions of its traveling theatres 
to towns in which the drama was 
a mysterious and unknown thing. 
Adult education helped thousands 
of immigrants to learn the Amer- 
ican languege and to study the cus- 
toms of the country in which they 
wished to become citizens.

The opening of an art exhibit at 1 Columbus Avenue, 
the headquarters of Local 623 of the Amalgamated Meat- 
cutters and Butcher Workmen, AFL, on the Fourth of 
July was big news in the art world. 

It was the first art exhibit which the meatcutters had 
held and one of the few which have been held under trade 
union sponsorship, and it was the first New York one man 
show by artist Joe Hirsch, who in a very short period. 
has earned an enviable reputation as a social realist. The 
Meatcutters could not have chosen an artist closer to their 
problems and desires than Joe Hirsch, to make their ime 
portant and exciting debut as art sponsors. Joe Hirsch 
comes from Philadelphia's Harlem, in the heart of the 
city’s worst slum area, two blocks from Independence Hall, 
He has lived there all of his life. His subjects are the 
people he knows, the Negro workers of his own neighbor- 
hood, unwilling soldier heroes of the first World War, 
steel workers and Pennsylvania farmers. He paints not 
for the effete drawing rooms of self-chosen “Patrons of 
the Arts” but for the working people of whom he is a 
part and whose lives he devotes his talent to portraying, 

He painted Pennsylvania's first WPA mural in Ben- 
jamin Franklin High School, Philadelphia. The first trade 
union mural in Philadelphia, painted on the walls of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers Building, was also his 
work. He created the murals for Philadelphia's new Mu- 
nicipal Court Building. His “Two Men,” an oil painting 
completed in 1937 and chosen the favorite of 120,000. 
visitors to the Contemporary Art Exhibition at the 1939 
World’s Fair, hangs in the galleries of the Museum of 
Modern Art which loaned the painting to the Meatcutters 
for this show. 


The union’s cultural committee is responsible for the 
show. “The union must not rest content with giving the 
worker material, economic and social gains—it must also 
give him cultural and spiritual gains,” that is the state- 
ment of Mr. Conrad Kaye, the union’s Business Manager 
and one of the most active sponsors of the exhibition. 
He is proud that his union is taking the lead in bringing 
culture to their membership. 


In the Soviet Union, under a workers and peasants 
government, art, music, literature have long been the 
property and the creation of the whole people. Thousands 
of art galleries and museums are filled with a constant 
stream of spectators. Folk art preserves the cultures and 
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traditions of the national minorities. Children's art is 
fostered and encouraged. Trade union exhibitions not only * 
reflect the universal interest in art by the working people + 
of the Soviet Union but they have also immeasurably en- 2 
4 


riched the life of the whole country. 


In the United States trade union sponsorship of art is 
an uncharted, pioneer field. When trade union halls are 
thrown open to artists like Joe Hirsch that is a beginning 
that holds great promise. In the American workers 
lies an inexhaustible thirst for beauty that has never been 
satisfied. Already Martin Curtin, a member of the Meat- 
cutters local, who saw the exhibition on its opening day, N 
has written a letter to the Daily Worker expressing his 3 
admiration of the artist's work and his feelings about the 
show. 

The pictures portray the very lives of workers of all 
occupations and nationalities,” he says. 

Landscape With Tear Gas’ shows very dramatically 
the massacre at Republic Steel, Chicago, in 1937, where 
workers were needlessly shot down ... peaceful pickets 
attacked and beaten by policemen paid by bosses, the police 
charging through the picket-line flailing with riot-sticks, 
clubs, shooting blindly, maiming and killing workers who 
have the ‘right’ to strike.

“The watercolor, ‘Good Neighbors,’ shows peaceful 
peasants on the Mexican border. Everything is quiet; 
even the coloring depicts a deep silence. And, as we ts 
glance upward slowly, we catch the full meaning of the 
picture and the situation it portrays when we see, suddenly 
silhoutted against the sky, ‘Yanqui’ bombers roaring over- 
head. The peasants look with silence. Does it matter to 
them whether it be a Rockefeller and duPont or a Goebbels 
and Goering who exploits them?” | ae

To the Rescue of an 
Anti-Union Agent 


Let a man be proven an agent of the em- 
ployers among the workers and he immedi- 
ately becomes the darling of the press. 

The attempt of the Herald Tribune to 
incite the government into a defense of Jo- 
seph Doyle represents a threat to all union 
labor and to the defense program as well, 

Doyle is not the “humble” worker and 
“militant trade unionist” portrayed by the 
editorial writer of the Herald Tribune. He 
is not the innocent victim persecuted for his 
political beliefs. He is a professional dis- 
rupter, acting within the National Maritime 
Union as an agent of anti-union, reactionary 
forces. 

By his own refusal to deny the charges, 
by his refusal to stand trial, by his voluntary 
resignation from the NMU, and by his ad- 
mission of relations with McQuistion, agent 
of the shipowners, Doyle has convicted him- 
self. 

That this is understood by all seamen can 
be seen by the action of his own crew, the 
very men who were deceived into electing

“while we do not dispute Doyle’s right as an 
American citizen to oppose Communism or 
anything else, the same as we do not deny 
an American citizen the right to espouse it 
or anything else, it is clear to all of us that 
this anti-Communist crusade of Doyle and 
his associates has a familiar ring and is 
nothing more than a smokescreen to cover up 
his anti-union activity.” 

The case of Doyle is another example of 
the illegal and unscrupulous methods which 
continue to be used by reactionary employ- 
ers and by certain departments of the gov- 
ernment to disrupt and destroy the labor 
movement. It is actions such as these which 
threaten the successful completion of the 
defense program and which aid and abet the 
forces of Hitlerism in the United States.

Aid British

George Gibson, chairman of the British 
Trade Union Congress, has made a special 
appeal to American labor in connection with 
the aid British Labor Week designated by 
Governor Lehman and other governors for. 
July 14-20, upon the initiative of the Amer- 
ican Labor Committee to Aid British Labor. 

Mr. Gibson's appeal will receive universal 
support of labor and the general public here 
in the United States. It will meet with a 
warm response all the more because of the 
pact signed by Great Britain and the Soviet 
Union. Mutual assistance between those 
two countries cannot be limited to govern- 
ment and military relations, but must alse 
include the cementing of friendship and co- 
operation between the great trade union 
movements of the Soviet Union and Great 
Britain.

In the same way that Soviet and British 
labor are seeking cooperation, so the labor 
movement here in the United States should 
seek ties of solidarity with the unions of 
both Great Britain and the Soviet Union.

DOUBLE-BARRELED 


How Norman Thomas and Waldman 
View the Menace of Hitlerism 


By Milton Howard 

The attack by Hitler upon the 
Soviet Union has, naturally, had a 
profound effect upon the thinking 
of workers under the influence of 
Social-Democratic or “Socialist” 
leaders. 

No matter what their other dif- 
ferences with the Communists, 
these workers know one thing, that 
Hitler must be destroyed, and thet 
the Red Army is delivering against 
German fascism the first effective 
blows it has ever experienced. 

The arguments et Social-Demo- 
cratic leaders in this moment should 
be studied and answered if the 
masses under their influence are 
to be won for the united front now 
so crucial in the fight against Hit- 
ler. 

“Socialist” leaders have respond- 
ed in various ways to the world- 
historic spectacle of the Nazi as- 
sault against the workers and farm- 
ers state. 

Let us examine some of these 
responses. 

THE NAZI DANGER 

The position of the Waldman 
group, as expressed in the “New 
Leader” and by Waldman directly, 
is summed up in a New Leader 
editorial (July 5) under the naked 
headline, “No United Front!” This 
at once reveals the political goal, 
and indicates the opening which it 
provides for the enemies of the 
people. The Waldman argument is 
as follows: 

“It (Le. American democracy) is 
concerned, as a matter of American 
security and defense and as part of 
the world struggle against Nazi and 
fascist tyranny with the preserva- 
tion and integrity of Russia and 
tne liberation of the Russian peo- 
pie. A victorious Germany, domi- 
nating Russia's vast resources ‘of 
wheat, oil and minerals, and an ag 
gressive Japan in control of the 
Kussian Far East would be a deadly 
peril to the security of this coun- 
try.” 

Yet, the New Leader-Waldman 
group, after admitting the unity of

can peoples against Hitler, un- 


leashes a torrent of abuse against 
that very unity which Hitler fears 
above everything else, and on the 
absence of which he has invariably 
counted to bring him victory. 
FIGHTS UNITY 

Having established that a vie- 
torious Nazi Germany would be a 
“deadly peril” to the United States, 
the New Leader proceeds to bring 
that “deadly peril” closer by fling- 
ing every possible obstacle in the 
way of the all-out destruction of 
Hitler, It first proclaims (what the 
Nazis will be glad to hear) that aid 
to the war on the eastern front 


must of necessity be limited.” This 


conception, not at all based on 
realities, immediately gives Hitler 
an advantage on which, no doubt, 
he had counted. before he launched 
his aggression. 

But not only does the Waldman 
‘group apparently agree to allow 
the Nazis this advantage; it goes 
further and presents a series of 
“conditions” which the United 
States should put to the Soviet 
Union as preconditions 1 even the 
“limited aid.” 

These conditions conntat of a long 
list of political demands which in 
essence consist of a return of capi- 
talism and a free hand to saboteurs 
and spies. 

Having just demanded a com- 
plete change of the social system in 
the Soviet Union, Mr. Waldman 
then coolly warns that none of the 
“limited aid” even will be forth- 
coming unless there “is an end of 
the interference by Soviet Russia
